Hospital Ship On 
Trial Run Sunk; 
Hit By Freighter

SAN FRANCISCO, August 26 —(INS>—Eighteen person« 
were known dead today and 500 were rescued in the tragic 
sinking of the Navy hospital ship Benevolence off S*n Fran­ 
cisco’s Golden Gate last night. 
At 6.50 a. m. a Navy announcement said all of the 518 
persons aboard the mercy ship were accounted for. 
Earlier, the number of persons aboard the Benevolence 
had been placed at 505 and 80 had been tentatively listed a« 
“unaccounted for.” 
But a search by an armada of Navy, Coast Guard and 
other vessels, plus a painstaking check by the Navy of all per­ 
sons on the official sailing list, disclosed that all except the 18 
tnown dead were rescued. 
No Pationts Aboard 
There were no patients aboard the hospital ship which 
was recently taken out of the mothball fleet for Korean serv­ 
ice and was on a trial run when she was rammed by the freigh­ 
ter Mary Luckenbach in a blinding fog. 
The known dead included a Navy nurse and 17 Naval men 
and civilian employes. 
Fourteen other Navy nurses were among the 500 sur- 
vivors. 
There were no casualties among the 49 officers and crew­ 
men aboard the Mary Luckenbach.

or fresh country-picked corn-on-the-cob. 
Plain Simple Gluttony 
If this be chauvinism or ext re tie nationalism, then sue me. It ia 
probably no more than plain, simple gluttony. Else how could a m an, 
completely surrounded on all sides by pastas, potages, m ehlspeisen, 
pates, hors d ’oeuvres, goulashes and every kind of foreign delicacy, 
sit in a chair by a typew riter and hungrily conjure up the vision of a 
basket of well-scrubbed, gleaming white quahogs. with their little black 
necks shyly stuck out from between their iridescent shells? 
Well, sirs and mesdames, here I am where I can dine off the vit- 
tles that used to nourish kings and queens, bishops and princes, and 
I keep sniffing that cup of broth that, accompanies the steam ers—-hot, 
fragrant of the beach and the sea, laced with celery salt, and filled 
with health-giving iodides and vitamins, not to mention one of the 
most heavenly eating flavors to be found on the North American 
continent. 
Rustle Of Clamahella 
I hear the dry, scrabbling rustle of the clamshells as I reach into 
the basket for a specimen. I feel the slight resistance of the muscle 
as I pull it apart. I enjoy the satisfying action of stripping off its 
sweater. And there lies the well-known succulent bivalve, with its little 
yellow tummy and its long neck verging in color from cream to bisque 
to lavender.

at once. 
Corn On The Cob 
Com on the cob! Oh, to be faced by the fine, white, sm all-pearled 
smile of Country Gentleman, the smooth, fat, yellow kernels of Golden 
Bantam. 
They know a lot of things, these eaters over here in Europe, but 
they don’t know that. And a lot of us at home never get to know it 
either because we live too far from farms and the places where munch- 
ing-corn is grown, and by the time it reaches our table its life and 
verve has been killed. But he who has eaten fresh-picked corn— 
shucked within minutes after leaving the stalk and popped into the pot 
to be steamed no more than ten or twelve minutes, then liberally 
smeared with fresh, sweet, country butter, home-churned and salted 
to taste—will never forget it and will never get over the longing for 
it, comes the summertime when he knows that the ears have fattened 
on the waving stalks. 
For fresh corn has a wky of leaping out of its skin and onto the 
palate at the first touch of an exploratory tooth. It is so tender and 
eager at this stage that the skin which ordinarily comes away to get 
stuck in one's teeth, breaks at the first pressure of ivory fang and lets 
the sweet, smooth inner kernel slip unadulterated into the system.

At least, I can now go back 
to the Goldener Hirsch in this ancient feudal town and once more face 
another Knodel.

first 
floor. 
That 
means 
saving 
many trips up and down stairs 
with heavy loads of clothes. How­ 
ever, in some houses where there 
is direct access from the base­ 
ment to the backyard, home-mak­ 
ers may prefer the laundry down­ 
stairs. 
When the laundry is to be on the 
first floor, there are a number of

places 
for it 
A 
long 
kitchen may be divided with a 
partition into two units, kitchen 
and laundry. A porch adjacent to 
the kitchen or a storeroom may be 
made into a laundry. Part of the 
garage, if connected to the house 
and provisions made for heating, 
may be used for the laundry.

It weighs more than 119 Cadillac 
sedans. It’s so heavy that there 
are only two freight cars in the 
United States that can take the 
load and they’re specially con­ 
structed to spread the load over 
24 wheels 
Our heavy-industry c i t i z e n , 
United Engineering and Foundry 
Company, produced one of these 
immense castings in 1946. 
It is 
now producing its twin. The cast­ 
ings make up the frames for two 
outsized mechanical forging press­ 
es. They are the largest one-piece 
steel machinery castings in the 
world. 
Massive is the word for the type 
of work United Engineering takes 
on, Husky New Castle men in the 
plant are dwarfed by the huge 
rolling mill equipment they build.

G.N.C.A. Assisted In 
Obtaining Plant Site 
The Greater New Castle Associa­ 
tion played an heroic part in mak­ 
ing it possible for the government 
to obtain a favorable site here. 
Men of the Greater New Castle 
Association, realizing what a valu­ 
able asset this new industry would 
be. raised enough money overnight 
to buy out the rights to this land 
so that it would be available. 
Tubes, breech blocks, and com­ 
plete firing'mechanisms for 240mm 
Howitzers were among the weapons 
produced here for World War II.
